ing the advisability of shippingit back 
to British Columbia. 

W holesale dealers are going to make 
an interesting test of the new Alaskan 
liquor laws as soon they go into 
effect. The big eastern brewing com- 
panies and whiskey distillers will estab- 
lish a main office at Alaskan 
point and take out a wholesale liquor 
license. On this license they propose 
to open branches all over the territory. 
The point isan open one and will re- 
quire a treasury department decision. 
If this is unfavorable the matter will 
be taken to the courts.
